Paul Bodenhamer Tells of 
Early Citrus Activities 





By Paul Bodenhamer

Following is a _ detailed re- 


port of a historical talk given at 
the recent community banquet: 


To speak of the early days, it is 
quite’ natural that the first com- 
ers in this colony wouldn’t know 
what was going to be the best 
thing to plant. The early plant- 
j ings were largely in deciduous, 
principally apricots, peaches and 
prunes, and vineyards. The vine- 
yards were planted to raisin va- 
rieties largely. Of course, in this 
planting there were some citrus 
trees, both oranges and lemons, 
and when we found that we could; 
grow a superior brand of orange! 
our colony developed very rapidly. 

The lemons were not very prof- 
itable. The most profitable thing 
we had proved to be the navel 
orange. A great many of the lem- 
ons were afterwards budded over 
to oranges. However, later on we 
learned more about the curing and 
marketing of lemons and lemon 
raising became probably the most 
profitable branch of our citrus in-| 
dustry. 

Regular Farm Crops 

In those early days we also 
tried to grow potatues, beans, and 
other crops. We grew our own 
barley and hay for the horses. It} 
was quite common to have a strip 
of alfalfa for the family cow. 

For myself, the -worst thing 
about the early days was the lack 
of fruit. We had no fruit here, of 
course. . We’ got some at Cuca- 
momga. Mainly grapes, however. 
As further illustration of how we 
longed for fruit, my father was) 
taking up some old seedling trees 
in Pomona.

Overproduction Came Early 

And then another thing that de- 
veloped very soon after we really 
got into production was overpro- 
duction. We have always had 
overproduction except in years 
when we have had some condition 
that would reduce our crop. We 
had winds and floods and droughts 
and frosts, those are nothing new. 
The only thing new was that in 
those times we had no highway 
commission to open our roads for 
us. We were isolated for a week, 
or perhaps two weeks, depending 
on how much of a chance we would 
take fording the streams. 

Speaking of having to do with- 
out what.we didn’t have makes me 
think of the roads we have. In 
those early days our only railroad 
was the Southern Pacific, with 
later on the Santa Fe. Our roads 
at that time were merely wagon 
tracks. We had to cover the fruit 
to keep the dust off. The dust, to 
my notion, was the worst feature 
of our roads. We plowed through 
the dust, rode through the dust be- 
cause there didn’t seem to,be any- 
thing to do about it. When the 
automobile came along-——rushing 
along from 15 to 20 miles per hour 
—we couldn’t stand the dust. We 
sprinkled the roads with oil. They 
didn’t hold up very well, but at 
the same time we could drive along 
very comfortably at 15 or 20 miles 
per hour, provided we did not meet 
anyone.
